antibody 



Definition: (AN-tih-BOD-ee) Plural: antibodies (-eez) A 
type of protein made by certain white blood cells in 
response to a foreign substance ( antigen ). Some 
antibodies destroy antigens directly. Others make it 
easier for white blood cells to destroy the antigen. 
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enzyme 

Definition: (EN-zime) A protein that speeds up 
chemical reactions in the body, e.g., an enzyme in the 
saliva of the mouth helps to break down the food. 
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
